On October 6, 1978, PAUL BOGOSIAN, doing business 
as Paul Bogosian Carpets, 11005 West Bluemound Road, Wauwa~ 
tosa, Wisconsin; telephone 414/774-8540; was advised of the 
identity of the interviewer and that it concerned the recent 
burglary of his store. Mr. BOGOSIAN stated he closed the 
store about 9:05 p.m. on Thursday night, October 5, 1978. 
He said he did not enter the store the first thing the next 
morning and was having breakfast nearby. One of his employees 
came into the restaurant and told him of the theft. He said 
this would have been about 8:55 a.m. that morning. 


Mr. BOGOSIAN stated he immediately called the Wauwa- 
tosa Police Department and they responded right away. He said 
they investigated the theft. He said he is compiling a list 
of what he thinks was taken but that a complete list will 
take some time because part of what was taken was included 
in a recent shipment from his supplier in New York City. 


He stated the thieves were particular about what 
they took. He said he had some very expensive Persian 
carpets hanging on the walls and others inside his office 
were taken. He kept the smaller ones in his office to 
guard against them being taken by shoplifters. Many of 
the more expensive carpets belong to other people for 
whom he displayed in attempts to sell. He said these were 
purchased by them, some many years ago, as investments. 

He said he could recognize these carpets without any dif- 
ficulty. The recently arrived carpets he was not so 
certain about. 


Mr. BOGOSIAN estimated that between 40 and 50 
carpets were taken, and he places his loss at about 200,000. 
He stated his insurance will cover only $125,000.

He said the thieves entered the store by forcing 
the door knob on the rear door. (Once inside, they turned 
off the lights along the back walls and left only the over- 
head lights above the front windows. This effectively 
created a dark area in the main part of the store. He 
said they emptied a garage or bay where he had stored 
remnants of these carpets by stacking them inside the main 
store area. They then opened the garage door and backed 
a small vehicle inside. Mr. BOGOSIAN stated one of the 
policemen believed it was probably a van. This enabled 
the thieves to load the van from inside the building. 


Three of the carpet rolls that were moved from 
the storage area in the garage are large, and he believed 
there must have been at least two persons involved. 


Mr. BOGOSIAN stated he had no idea as to who 
could have been involved. He said his employees have all 
been with him for at least ten years and as far as he 
knows, none of them are in any type of trouble. 


Mr. BOGOSIAN stated he expected to have a list 
of some of the carpets within a day or so.
